Certainly it does not give expressions of opin- 
ion that would be distasteful to him 
7th of last March, when, I suppose, the Blaine polli- 
cy was vet in embryo, or not even that far d- 
vanced, the Kennebec Journal took occasion to 
write up, with considerable effect at ridicule, the 
celebration of St. Patricks Dav.

Most of those sent 
away from Oriental cities are gathered in the 
streets where all garbage is thrown 

“During a cholera epidemic these rags are in most 
cases used and applied to every imaginable purpose 
in which contact and soilure with infective matter is 
involved. They are thus packed, reeking with all 
manner of filth, and shipped away. carrying the 
most certain infection, and in the most surest means 
of its preservation. The first thing that should be 
done to keep cholera out is to establish a most rigid 
quarantine against rags, whether shipped from an 
Asiatic port or not.

CLEANING THE dtr. 

Health Commissioner Stevenson is well pleased at 
the prospect of his being, if for a short season only, 
» pinced lu charge of a body of inspectors of sufficient 
size to carry out his systemized plan of conducting 
the city’s sanitary work. His ideas in connection 
with this most important department of the city 
government have deen accord with the 
requirements of a large city, and it has not been his 
fault that the scantiness of the means placed at his 
disposal has prevented him from carrying them out, 
Taking for nted, however, that the Assembly 
will grant the special appropriation for sanitary 
work which the Mayor will ask for, the Health Com- 
missioner will, for a few weeks, be in control of a 
corps of assistants capable of carrying out his cher- 
ished plan of a thorough inspection of the whole city. 

“I see,” he said toa Post-Dispatcn reporter this 
morning, “that Comptroller Adreon thinks that the 
police are going to do all the work of sanitary in- 
spection, The kind of work which our inspectors 
will do is something the police could never reach. 
It is not only the visible but also the invisible fich 
which does harm to a city’s heaith, and this is some- 
thing which a police inspection does not reach, 
oar inspectors will make such a thorough investiga- 
tion of every house in the city that all source of ili- 
health will be hunted down and remedied. What 
we rely upon the police for mainly, is che prevention 
of overt act against the city’s sanitary regulations. 
A policeman sees & Woman throwing garbage out on 
an alley and stops her. If she does it 
after warning he ought to arrest her. Another 
thing the police could attend to with great advan- 
tage tothe city is keeping a close watch over the 
ashes, gar and manure Carts as “cm pass along 
the street. There is an ordinance which obliges 
these carta to be so constructed that none of the 
offensive material can fall out, and yet it 
is 80 a tha. by the time 
one of them its destination it has 
only half original load on 
board, the other half having been distributed — 
the street as it progressed. if the police wouk 
look closely after these open violations of the law 
and keep on making cases acainst the offenders 
they would be doing their share of the sanitary 
work very thoroughly. What I mean by the invisi- 
ble filth is that which is concealedin cellars and 
other places in a resilience where only 
an experienced or eo instructed sanitary 
officer knows where to hunt for them, the dirty 
water of wells and cisterns, and the malarial Mu- 
via, whose evil effect is as great aa that of the more 
openly apparent nuisances. It stands to reason that 
a policernan who has the peace of the city to look af- 
ter cannot devote as much of his time aa 
it * f require to 17 ae 
careful and slow inspectioh necessary 
sources of ill-health. I do not want to be understood 
as undervaluing the work which the police are ex- 

to do and have been doing; but on the other 
I don't want the idea to gain ground that the 
proposed work thoroughly cleaning the 
city can be done, as some seem to 
think, without the assistance of inspectors making 
a.much more thoro and searching examination 
of premises than can be done by an official whose 
time is already fully occupied with of an altogether 
djfferent kind.

PREHISTORIC ROCHESTER. 


Mound Builders on the South Shore of 
Lake Ontario Ages Ago. 
Brom the Rochester Post-Express, July 10. 

The F\st-Express has been favored with ad- 
vance sheets, up to page 208, of Mason's forth- 
coming History of Rochester, edited by Mr. 
Wm. F. Peck, a work of which the people of 
the Flour City may justly feel proud. The 
broad plan upon which it has been projected, 
and tke painstaking care with which every 
feature has been perfected, make it one of the 
most orderly and satisfactory local histories 
ever penn The story of the settlement of 
Rochester is a peculiarly fasci one, 
and it must be confessed urther 
back the reader is enabled to 
begin, the more absorbed he becomes, Mr. 
Geo. H. Harris, who contributes the first fifteen 
chapters of the work, breaks the ice of the nar- 
rative in prehistoric times. He finds that the 
character of recent discoveries tends to 
strengthen the belief that the origin of man 
may be assigned to this the oldest of continenta. 
He is confident that the St. Lawrence and near- 
lying mountain districts of New York and 
Canada will yet furnish material aid to science 
in the solution of the problem. He describes 
many important discoveries which tend to con- 
firm the ition he takes. beginning with the 
finding of an ancient fireplace, ether with 
ashes, charcoal and sticks of hemlock and ash, 
on the farm of David Tomlinson, on the Ridge 
road, half a mile west of the village of Gaines, 
Orleans County. This road runs along the lake 
ridge, which extends from Sodus around Lake 
Ontario into Canada, at a distance of from 
three to eight miles from the lake beach. Some 
of the sticks of wood in the fireplace were 
smooth, and one piece was dented, as if a dull 
instrument had been employed to break it. 
This tind, Mr. Harris claims, proves that man 
was a habitant off the South shore of Lake 
Ontario before the ridge existed and at a time 
so remote that it is not possible to fix its limit. 
The ridge, in turn, isshown to ante-date the 
rock-cut channel of the Genesee River. The 
elevation of the interior of the continent was 
followed by the subsidence of sea waters into 
the depressions of the earth then existing. Then 
the Genesee Valley lake burst through the hills 
east of the pinnacle, and a mighty stream now 
the Genesee, gushed forth, excavating the bay 
of Irondequoit. In time this channel became 
extinct. and the waters cut a new outlet, 
west of the present channel, near the rapids in 
South Rochester, pursuing a direct northern 
course to the present Genesee Falls. This pass- 
age becoming obstructed just north of the rap- 
ids, the river was directed east toward Mount 


Hope, and thence northward through its mod- | 


ern channel. The production of the Genesee 
River gorge throug 
is mainly the result of erosion, having been ef- 
fected by running water, aided by frost, and it 
is evident that this work has been accomplished 
since Lake Ontario retired from the ridge. 
Next comes a pen picture of. the mound build- 
ers, who are believed to have dwelt in this State 
in considerable numbers before the Indians ar- 
rived and begun the work of extermination. In 
1796 part of the bank on a high bluff on the 
lake near Irondequoit Bay caved off, disentomb- 
ing arm and leg bones much larger than those 
of our race. The earliest settlers also found 
two burial mounds in a break in the river 
bank, half a mile below the lower falls. 
In 1880 a sandbank was opened in the side of 
the ridge and eight skeletons came to view, but 
were not preserved, Later a curious pipe pe- 
culiar to the mound-builders, and the skull of a 
supposed mound-builder were exhumed, II- 
lustrations of these relics (which were nt- 
ed to Prof. S. A. Lattimore by H. S. Brewer) 
appear in the history. In 1582 a human skeleton 
of large proportions was dug up near the 
former location of the eastern mound, 


Truesdale, in the town of Greece, one being a 
skeleton over eight feet in length.

Mr, Truesdale’s, a beautiful clingstone axe was 
plowed up in a field near an ancient burial 
ground, 5 which, in 1820 or 1822, twenty 
skeletons had been recovered by lab@frs dig- 
ging in the Erie Canal.

Never- 
theless, the t adanger tolife is recog- 
nized, we fly from the peril with the impetuous 
haste of cowardly creatures, forget- 
ful alike of duty and . It is vain to 

in favor of self-possession. y 
has no charm for or power over the man who 
impulsively turns his back to the enemy. 
Nothing we could urge would have the slightest 
weight with the multitude bent on escaping 
from the ports and cities which are just now sup- 

to be rife with the infection of cholera. 

hese flying crowds, on safety all intent, must 
be left to their own devices. It is manifest that 
they will spread the malady, and it is scarcely 
less certain that they will, many at least, lose 
their lives in trying to save them. With regard 
to these matters, however, it is udeless to speak. 
Suffice it to point out that, although in the 
presence of an epidemic of cholera, there is al- 
ways and unc — some personal peril of 
contracting the disease, it is by no means certain 
that this is increased by remaining in associa- 
tion with the sick, or that the danger is to be 
avoided by running away. Duri severe epi- 
demics it been noticeable that mortality 
has not been by any means test in the very 
center, so to say, of the disease. the 
hospitals and among the cholera patients 
scattered throughout the population, medical 
otficers and nurses have gone about doing their 
duty with no greater mortality than 
those who have kept aloot.

The great secret of success in warding off 
disease is the preservation of health, We mean 
that if, heodless of danger, men and women do

in the midst of a healthy population or in the 
presence of an epidemic—they have a far bet- 
ter chance of escaping disease than by falling 
into a state of panic and “hastening to leave. 
The true policy isto kill the germs of 

on the spot, whether they be in the water or in 
the air. Every particle of the dejecta should 
be destroyed—not simply but de- 
stroyed by a powerful Agent capable of burning 
up organic material. should be done at 
once and instantly on the spot, not merely with 
the choleric but with every patient who ma 
have diarrhoea, whether spaciip or simple, 

this be done, and the.general sanitary condi- 
tions and thea health of the community 
be looked to, there is no peril that need scare 
any one out of his or ber sober senses in an 
an epidemic of cholera either on the Continent 
or at home.
